What it 
means 1s that the rumors tell of an 
attempted bribery of Elections 
Coordinator Hilliard by then-can- 
didate and now Senate Chair Dean 
Garnson. Senator Carden wants to 
determine if the rumors are true.

The bribery allegation stems 
from the period between Oct. 26 
and his Oct. 3! decision to cam- 
paign as a write-in candidate. Dur- 
ing this time, Garrison still desired 
to be put on the ballot 

Oddly enough. the rumored 
bribery did not involve money or 
anything material. Rather, Gar- 
rison told Hillard that the Senate 
Chair automatically occupies a 
seat on the Board of Fiscal Matters 
and that the two of them share 
similar 
matters 

Hijliard was also onthe BOFM 
The implication was that if he 
allowed Garrison’s name on the 
ballot and Garnson won, then 
Hilliard would gain a vote on the 
eight-member board. At this time, 
no one saw fit to take any action 

Hilliard and Garnson had been

Hilliard conferred with Meyers 
and found that bribery was to be 
the subject. The meeting did not 
last long. The decision was that no 
wrongdoing had taken place 

The following Monday, Nov. 5. 
Garrison was again summoned to 
the Associated Students office.

The basis of the setthement was

The next day a meeting of Gar- 
rison, Hilliard and Meyers was 
held in the office of Norm Better, 
dean of students. Garnson had re- 
quested the meeting and it was 
decided there was not basis tor any 
bribery allegations. The matter was 
dropped 

Animplication of the resolution 
was perhaps overlooked by the 
senate. perhaps not. That 1s, if At- 
torney General Curt Rankin 1s 
indeed able to “bring charges

The events of last week make it very hard to disprove the belief that 
our educational process has failed miserably. When you realize that it 
is the degree-holders of these institutions who are making decisions 
which stand directly opposite common sense. you wonder if there is 
any use Carrying on in such a system. 

Colleges and universities have succeeded marvelously in turning 
out administrative personnel who are experts in memorized recitation 
and short-term theory comprehension.

Millhouse would have been a 
funny movie indeed had it not been 
so depressing. That fool up there 
on the screen making everyone 
laugh was also the president of the 
United States. No, not depressing 

frightening. 


There the man was attacking 
Communists in government, ad- 
vocating nuclear weapons in In- 
dochina, labelling Hubert Hum- 
phrey a radical, and tt was all 
documental from legitimate news 
film footage. Viewers only had to 
watch the mechanical man and 
listen to get the sense of expediency 

whatever was expedient for 
Richard Nixon was done by 
Richard Nixon. 


Millhouse was shown in the 
Music Recital Hall Saturday and 
Sunday 


The movie's editors couldn't 
seem to decide exactly what they 
wanted. The film jumped from 
comic cuts, to letting Nixon twist 
slowly in the wind on his words. to 
trying to explain the man, to an in- 
dictment of the Nixon career. The 
film was weakened by the 
indecision, but not fatally 


The comic editing was 
hilarious. There was the 1956 Nix- 
on visit to Russia with Nixon ad- 
dressing a congregation. Then 
came a cut to the seated Khruschev 
looking incredulously at the 
podium speaker 


Another had Nixon exhorting 
the 1968 Republican Convention 
to win one for Ike. Cut tothe Knute 
Rockne movie with Pat O'Brien in 
the locker room telling his men to 
win one for the Gipper. This one’s 
for you, Ike! 


Sometimes Nixon's words 
alone were enough to make the 
audience laugh. “I see a day when 
the office of presidency will be 
respected and honored... The 
Republicans will not destroy the 
value of the doilar...We will stop 
the raise in prices and taxes...15 
million new jobs for the nation.” 
All 1968 campaign utterances. 


Social comment was tossed in 
as well. Nixon declared the Viet- 
nam War was fought for com- 
pletely honorable reasons. A list of 
American companies crawled up 
the screen while he extoiled the vir- 
tues of American intervention 


Gver footage of the noting in 
Miami during the Republican 
convention, Nixon said order was 
the first requisite of progress. Four 
people were killed, but then they 
were Black, so who cared” 


Millhouse made a_ feeble 
attempt toexplain Nixon, the man, 
but never mustered an in-depth 
study nor a sustained effort in this 
area. The deepest it went was that 
as a young man our prez put in 16 
hours a day in the family gas 
station. which resulted in his 
inability to sympathize with 
anyone who desired to work only 
eight 

The political career was 
followed with jumps back and 
forth in the years. | would have 
wanted to see more coverage of the 
the early political years, but those 
being the first years of television, 
the footage probably simple does 
not exist 

Jerry Voorhis, the man Nixon 
defeated in his first race for 
Congress, explained the 
mysterious phone calls branding 
him a communist and other Nixon 
means of campaigning. 
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Nixon As Seen Through The Unblinking Camera Eye 


The 1952 Checkers speech was a 
political and psychological classic. 
Instead of addressing the tissue of 
his slush fund, Nixon beautifully 
turned attention to American 
casualities in Korea and his vice- 
presidential! opponent's nepotism. 
Then he linked his name to 
Eisenhower's — an association he 
again employed 16 years later in 
Miami Beach. 


Nixon doesn’t tamper with 
success. Last year McGovern was 
soft because he was willing to crawl 
to Hanoi in order to free the 
Prisoners of war 


Last week the special 
prosecutor's staff was denounced 
as anti- Nixon, trying to turn the ts- 
sue from the staffs potentially 
damaging investigations to the 
stalf itsell

In response to the energy crisis 
the administration set up a special 
task force on transportation to 
investigate and coordinate campus 
efforts to utilize other other forms 
of transportation than the 
automobile 

The task force is looking into 
methods of promoting greater use 
ot bicycles and the Regional Tran- 
sit system by students. It has dis- 
cussed such possibilities as build- 
ing bus shelters and looking into 
improved bus fines. It has also con- 
sidered establishing a shuttle bus 
service between the more distant 
parking lots and the central cam- 
pus 

Although there is no one from 
outside the campus community on 
the committee, Associate Vice 


President John Cox, chair of the 
task force. says that he has been tn 
touch with Regional Transit and 
RT has been cooperating with the 
efforts to improve student 
transportation 

The task force will be broken up 
into smaller sub-committees to 
study individual aspects of the 
transportation So far 
only one of those sub-committees 
has been set up. the sub-committee 
onimprovement ot bus scheduling 

Dean Garrison, chair of the 
sub-committee. said that student 
input was one of the most neces- 
sary parts of the committee's study. 
and urged those with views and 
concerns about the scheduling of 
campus-bound buses to contact 
him 

The next meeting of the task 
force ss scheduled for Dec. 17

Sacramento Symphony Opens 
December With The Creation

For the Sacramento 
Symphony's December concert 
pair. Harry Newstone selectcu 


Joseph Haydn's The Creation. 
This is a work of his late maturity. 
composed in 1798; it depicts, in 
oratorio form, the seven days of the 
creation of the universe. 

The Sacramento Symphony 
was joined by elements of several 
local choirs. Soloists were Ruth 
Onstadt, soprano; Daniel! Parker- 
son, tenor: and John di Francesco, 
bass. 

The work begins with an or- 
chestral. “representation of the 
chaos.” which dispitays Haydn's 
largely hidden talent for writing 
program music. While not very 
chaotic by today’s standards. it was 
quite revolutionary for its time, 
and in several passages seems to 
look forward to Wagner. Its wide 
dynamic range and restless 
modulations demand a taut, stric- 
tly controlled reading to succeed 
with the modern concert audience 
Newstone’s interpretation of the 
score was quite a bit more spacious 
and luxuriant, leaving dormant 
much of the dramatic effect 

The first part of the oratorio 
deals with the formation of land 
and sea, light and dark, and moon 


and stars. There ts much tempes-

tuous, majestic writing here, that 
calls for a certain amount of aban- 
don of the part of conductor and 
soloists. Newstone, rather, chose to 
accentuate its sunnier aspects, 
which leads me to believe that he 
may have been trying to make the 
piece sound as it did in Haydn's 
day. Nevertheless, there is no es- 
caping the dramatic power of the 
word “light.” as enunciated for- 


tissimo by the chorus, the 
instrumental! depiction of the first 
rising sun, and the darkly 


mysterious description of the 
moon by the tenor. 


Newstone’s efforts met with 
much greater success in the second 
part, in which the living things are 
created. The mood here is much 
lighter. as Haydn waxes playful in 
his description of the animals.

In sum, it is the religious inten- 
sity of this work that most strikes 
the listener. Whether it be the bass 
singing in hushed tones, “Be fruit- 
ful. all, and multiply.” or the 
chorus of 200 portraying the 
heavenly hosts of angels. The 
Creation is always optimistic, 
upward-looking. It will continue to 
delight and impress audiences fora

Shopping For Used Books 


The Hornet Bookstore Way 


As public relations Liason for the Hornet Foundation I was sent to 
Orange County to learn what was involved in buying used books. The 
following is my account of what the used book business is all about

Gold room, textbook buyers guide, Orange County, Lincoln Neb- 
raska and New York City all have something in common--the used 
book business. Twice a year the Hornet Bookstore sends a buyer 
around the country buying used books so the students at CSUS don't 
have to buy new ones. The sale of used books inthe Hornet Bookstore 
is big business and the students are the ones that benefit most 

Why do the students benefit from the booxstore’s effort to have as 
many used books as possible? Basically it's because a used hook 
doesn’t cost as much as a new book. Take for example a new book that 
sells for $10, a student buys that book new for $10 and then sells it back 
to the bookstore for $5 (the student will only get $5 back if the book is 
going to be used again the following sememster. If not. chances are that 
the student will get less than $5 or half the value of the book new). That 
same book, used, will sell for $7.50 and when the student sells it back 
the book is still worth $5. By selling back a used book the student will 
get back two-thirds of the selling price vs. only half for new books 

The used book business only works when you have experienced 
personnel to do the buying. Many schools have to rely on book com- 
panies to do the buying but the Hornet Bookstore is fortunate in hav- 
ing three competent buyers (although they are soon to lose one, as Ron 
Duval. the assistant bookstore manager, has accepted a job as 
bookstore manager at Chico State and will be leaving the Hornet 
Bookstore at the end of November) allowing the bookstore to make 
their bi-yearly used book buys. On the buys witha certain amount of 
luck and alot of skill the buyer will return with approximately $15,000 
worth of books which means a $12,500 savings for the students 

Last week, Elroy Littlefield, the book department manager, was off 
making the buy for the Hornet Bookstore. The College Book Com- 
pany was Elroy’s first stop. He and | spent a day buying used books 
The College Book Company is a huge warehouse full of used books 
When you first walk in the place it is very awesome and by the time you 
leave you find yourself talking to yourself just to maintain your sanity 
Prior to leaving on a buy, Elroy tries to get as many professors as pos- 
sible to submit their booklists for the following semester so Elroy 
knows which books to buy (on this buy, less than half of the professors 
had submitted their booklists which means that students taking classes 
from those professors who didn’t get their list in will probably have to 
buy new books rather than used ones) 

Once at the College Book Company Elroy takes his list of books 
and walks up and down the isles checking authors, titles, and editions 
taking those used books that he finds. Sometimes he may need 40 
books and there are only two available so he'll take the two, but then 
there are times when he needs 20 books and there are 30 onthe shelf so 
Elroy will go through the 30 picking out the best 20. The used book 
business is very competitive and operates on a first come first serve 
basis so the earlier you get there the better chance you have of finding 
the books you need. 

After Elroy goes through the main stacks he goes to what they call 
the gold room. The gold room is full of hard to get books and Elroy ts 
not allowed to go through it by himself. Actually, they take his list and 
get the books for him. If you're a good customer you'll do well in the 
gold room, if you're not well...the Hornet Bookstore is a good cus- 
tomer and so faired very well in the gold room. It takes all day to go 
through the stacks and by the time you're done all you can think about 
is authors, titles and copy right dates and if you're lucky you can still 
remember your name. 

The used book business ts big business and it is no easy job buying 
used books. The end results, however, are well worth the time and 
energy that goes into the buy and the Hornet Bookstore will continue 
to try and stock as many used books as they possibly can and witha iit- 
tle more help from the faculty there could be even more used books. 

which means money to the students.

The Veteran’s Administration 
urges veterans who haven't done so 
to “advise survivors of benefits 
they're entitled to from the agency 
in the event of your death.” J.E 
Muilen of the VA says, “It's a good 
idea for veteran and spouse to sit 
down and openly discuss im- 
portant family matters, including 
locations of family documents, 
which would facilitate filing of 
claims for VA benefits.” 

Important documents include 
military discharge papers, divorce 
decrees. birth. marriage, and death 
certificates, Gl. and commercial 
insurance policies, “C™ numbers 
from VA correspondence. Social 
Security numbers and 
naturalization papers

V.A. Clothing 
Allowance 
Broadened 


Rules on the $150 annual cloth- 
ing allowance paid by the Veterans 
Administration have been 
broadened to include disabled 
veterans and military retirees who 
wear colostomy. ileostomy, or 
similar devices for — service- 
connected conditions, according to 
JE. Mullen, Director of the San 
Francisco VA Regional Office 


Veterans whose prosthetic or 
orthoped:e devices (artificial limbs, 
braces. wheelchairs, etc.) tend to 
wear out or tear clothing are 
authorized under Public Law 92- 
328 for annual clothing 
allowances. Continuing eligibility 
for subsequent payments, in such 
cases, is considered to be es- 
tablished to permit recurring an- 
nual payments with a supplemental 
claim 


Eligible veterans and retirees 
should apply for the clothing 
allowance to any VA _ office. 
Retirees need not waive any por- 
tion of their military retirement 
pay to qualify, but they must file 
annual claims for the allowance 
with the VA 











and finance the mortgage at 8'4 per 
cent, with no loan fees, no points. 
and no escrow fees. Repossessed 
homes can be bought through any 
real estate broker. and anyone 
interested should contact a broker 
for a listing of VA houses that are 
available. 


Preliminary approval of the 
buyer's credit and his ability to 
make the monthly payments are re- 
quired first, but the VA says that 
“once the buyer has made his 
choice we can give them occupancy 
in about ten days to two weeks.”

teachers in preparation for recitals. 
With all this there is little time for 
teachers to practice themselves. 
though I'm sure our English 
professors find time to write and 
those in other departments find 
time to research. 

“Certainly 30. 20 or even 12 
minutes of instruction would be 
enough for some students to 
progress adequately. But for those 
students whe the instructors didn't 
feel were progressing they (the 
instructors) would gladly give 
private lessons, provided they pay 
for them.” How in the hell do you 
know, McDonald? This is what | 
meant in the beginning of my ar- 
ticle — you don't understand. Let 
me try to explain it to you. Fl take 
Plano majors for an example since 
I myself fit in that group. To 
prepare for a lesson. serious piano 
majors practice about 15 to 25 
hours a week. It is hard to estimate 
but music covered in one semester 
is about | to 1'4 hours playing 
time. This must be covered. 
Sometimes a whole lesson is spent 
on technique that applies to all 
pieces and the particular work on 
that lesson’s piece is not covered 
due to the technical problem. This 
involves hours not minutes. The ar- 
ticle, as | quoted, stated those that 
aren't progressing get or should get 
private lessons. Do engineers give 
special help to their failing students 
so they may graduate and build 
bridges that fall down? It ts those 
students that are more advanced, 
more serious or more talented that 
need extra help 

So the problem is time. There ts 
just not cnough time to give 
everybody an hour or so a week 
The best solution would be for the 
department to be granted the 
Bachelor of Music Degree. This 
would allow those interested in 
music to receive a BA in music 
without the pressure of  per- 
formance. Those that wanted a BM 
in composition, history, or 
education would also have less em- 
phasis in performance. That would 
leave only those particularly 
interested in applied music taking 
the private lessons. We would 
receive two or three units for our 
lessons and one unit for our Reper- 
tory Class. Our teachers would also 


So that doesn’t seem to be solv- 
ing the problem. The teachers 
could take the time they have and 
equally divide it amongst their 
students. But contrary to popular 
Amenican belief, we are not all 
equal. Some students don't want to 
perform, some aren't even 
prepared for the department's stan- 
dards. some are more serious and 
some more talented. Instead of the 
teacher deciding who he's going to 
spend his time with, he more or less 
lets his students decide. Those who 
care enough will figure $75 or $90 is 
worth a private lesson. Don’t tell 
me this is set up for the rich because 
I'm not nor the majority of majors, 
We just spend our money on the 
things most important to us. In 
fact, usually $90 means a lot to us 
so we won't waste it by being ill 
prepared for our lessons and was- 
ting the teachers’ time. None of us 
are forced to pay. It is our choice. If 
real need is expressed and the 
student is worthy, the teacher 
often waivers the fee. There are 
also scholarship auditions held 
each year. And the $5 or $6a4n hour 
paid to the professors is sheer 
tokenism, Any teacher in Sac- 
ramento teaching in a studio or 
their home charges between $3 to 
$5 a half hour and that’s for teach- 
ing a six-year-old a C major scale 
These so-called teachers usually do 
not even have a BA in music but 
only took music lessons for a few 
years themselves. For the quality of 
instruction we receive at Sac State 
we would be paying $15 to $35 an 
hour at a conservatory or well- 
known music school plus a couple 
thousand dollars for tuition added 
to lesson fees 

Another quote from McDonald 
is “The students who had the guts 
to break this story to the Hornet 
said the genera! feeling among the 
students is that they think the prac- 
tice is unfair, but fear talking 
because they want to get their 
degrees.” I say bull shit! How many 
students went to the Horner? Two? 
Three? Was it the majority of the

department? No, the majority were 
busy practicing for their lessons 
they'll no longer receive. 
McDonald claims they'll go rip- 
ping off the students, making them 
pay for their diploraas. But they 
won't. Most teachers have already 
stopped giving private lessons. 
Many have refunded money. as my 
teacher has, though he says he'll 
continue to teach us privately until 
the end of the semester. Then | 
don't know what's gving to 
happen. 

Yes, the professors of the Music 
Department knew they were break- 
ing the law by giving private les- 
sons for fees. (By the way, private 
lessons are against the law, too. 
The state feels at least four people 
must be ina class for a professor to 
reside.) Just because it’s a damn 
law doesn’t make it nght. The same 
sort of people making the law were 
as ignorant and unfeeling of the 
problem as the reporter who wrote 
Friday's article and the students 
“who had the guts to break the 
story.” 

Unless we are granted our BM 
degree it looks as if private lessons 


are out. Oh there is one oiher way 
out, perfectly But the 
teachers sitatiny vitup 
The reasons being it set up 


through extension classes and the 
university will charge the students 
about $130 to $140 a semester 
No. our present past situation 
was not the best, but for a small fee, 
it seemed to work. However, inno 
way are our faculty members 
criminals exploiting students 
Thanks for presenting that picture 
to the entire campus and screwing 
us up, friends of the oppressed
